The United States treasu ry d e­ 
p artment has d ecid ed that 
hy d ro­ 
aerop lanes are “v essels,” an(l will 
hereafter be so regard ed in ap p ly ing 
tariff rates. 
The d ep artment wou ld hav e con­ 
ferred a boon on civ ilization if it 
had gone 
farther, 
and 
su ggested 
some other name by which d esig­ 
nate the craft. 
For assu red ly mod ­ 
ern inv ention has sad d led u s with 
nothing more absu rd in the way of 
nomenclatu re than this same term 
“hy d roaerop lane.” 
“Aerop lane” alone is bad enou gh. 
Ev en if it were correctly p ronou nc­ 
ed , it wou ld be objeetional becau se 
we hav e a shorter and simp ler su b­ 
stitu te which is p erfectly good En­ 
glish. 
Why not 
“airp lane,” 
any ­ 
how? 
There is no sp ecial merit in

bles 
in 
p rop er 
ord er, 
“a-er-o- 
p lane.” 
When we 
come 
to 
“hy d roaero­ 
p lane.” then, the d ifficu lty and ab­ 
su rd ity are d ou bled . 
To 
“ p lane.” 
| which is English, and “aer,” which 
is Latin and Greek , is p refix ed “hy ­ 
d ro,” which is Greek 
for “ water.” 
This weird comp ou nd 
is 
p rop erly 
p ronou nced with six sy llables, “hy - 
d ro-a-er-o-p lane.” 
Bu t how many 
of u s get it right? 
And why , in the 
name of common sense, shou ld we 
mix three langu ages in m anu factu r­ 
ing su ch a p oly sy llabic monstrosity , 
when the same id ea can be ex p ress­ 
ed by an English word of two sy lla­ 
bles and sev en letters which is al­ 
read y u sed by some m anu factu rers? 
Instead of 
“ hy d roaerop lane,” 
why 
not “airboat?” 
That’s what it is, 
any way —not a water-air-p lane, bu t 
a winged boat.

The United States treasury de- 


partment ias decided that 
hydro- 


aeroplanes are "vessels," and will 
hereafter, he so regarded in applying 
tariff rates. 


The department would have con- 


ferred a boon on civilization if it 
had gone farther, and suggested 
some other name by which desig- 
nate the craft. 
For assuredly mod- 


ern invention has saddled us with 
nothing more absurd in the way of 
nomenclature than this same term 
"hydroaeroplane." 


"Aeroplane" aloue is bad enough. 


Even if it were correctly pronounc- 
ed, it would be objcctional because 
we have a shorter and simpler sub- 
stitute which is perfectly good En- 
glish. 
"Why not "airplane," any- 


how? 
There is no special merit in 


turning it into 
Greek. 
Everybody 


knows what "airplane" means; 
ev- 


erybody can spell and pronounce it. 
As for "aeroplane"—it is usually 
pronounced 
"a-re-o 
plane," 
and 


sometimes "air o plane," but very 
seldom is it given all its four sylla- 
bles 
in proper order, 
"a-er-o- 


plane." 


When we come 
to "hydroaero- 


plane," then, the difficulty and ab- 
surdity are doubled. 
To "plane," 


which is- English, and "aer," which 
is Latin and Greek, is prefixed "hy- 
dro," which is Greek for "water." 
This weird compound 
is 
properly 


pronounced with six syllables, "hy- 
dro-a-er-o-plane." 
But how many 


of us get it right? And why. in the 
name of common sense, should we 
mix three languages in manufactur- 
ing such a polysyllabic monstrosity, 
when the same idea c;ui be express- 
ed by an English word of two sylla- 
bles and seven letters which is al- 
ready used -by some manufacturers? 
Instead of 
"hydroaeroplane," 
why 


not "airboatf" 
That's what it is, 


anyway—not a water-air-plane, but 
a winged 'boat.
